Mississippi College was the first college 
to grant a degree to a woman, let alone be the first university in 
the state.

The school begins on January 24, 1826 
as Hampstead Academy. By 1830, 
the school's name had been changed 
to Mississippi Academy and finally 
Mississippi College. In 1830, MC was 
one of three universities in the state. 


Mississippi College held its first 
commencement exercises in December 
of 1832. Only two people earned 
degrees. 


Mississippi College is placed under 
control of the Methodist Conference. 
Only two years later, the school is in 
control by the Clinton Presbytery. In 
1850, The citizens of Clinton take 
control of the school and give it to MS 
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Baptist Convention 
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Permission is given to Mississippi 
College to build a chapel in cooperation 
with Clinton Baptist In 1860, The 
Old Chapel is completed.
